Brechlgynne, Chief-of-Stalf of 
the 25th Parachute Division, 
stationed In enstern Algeria. at’ 
the tlme of the putsch, ordered 
two regiments of the Division to 
Algiers, and sccompanied them.

Brechignac sald the Division 
Commander, General Emile 
Autrant, was “hesitant and un- 
decided.” and = his assistant, 
Colonel Fourcade, had no au- 
thority. 

General Autrant, who -testi- 
fed at the trinl said he bore 
no ill-will against Brechignac, 
and ndded that ‘the Colonel be- 


lieved he was doing the best 
for the divislon.—AFP.
